SPECIAL SESSION. 

A. special meeting of the Town Council was 
held on Friday evening for the purpose of meet- 
ing a committee'appointed by the County Coun 
cil re the advisability of appzinting an pofficer 
to hold the jorat positions of High County Con- 
stable and Chief of Polke of Napanee. 

Mayor Ward in the chair, 

All the members present except Messrs. Boyle 
and Madole, 

‘The County Council committee was composrd 
of Warden Aylsworth, and Messrs. Keech, 
Martin, Riley and Amey, 

Mayor Ward in a few words stated the object 
of the meeting as be unrerstood it, and invited 
the committee to express their views. 

Mr. Symington, in the abse ice ut the Warden, 
stated that the intention of the county councn 
was lo ascertain the views of the town council, 
re the appaintment of a joint officer. 

Mr: Rily spoke strongly in favor of the joint 
appointment, as the county council could not 
afford to. pay salary as formerly, and no good 
man could be secured by payisent of fees alone. 

The fers in the last year amounted to only $52. 

Mr. Keech was opposed to the appointment, 
as be believed neither county or town would be 
sat sfied. 

Mr, Martin expressed himself as in accordance 

the views of Mr. Keech, but woul. like to 
year the proposals of the town cvuncil, that tHe 
committer might report and discuss 
matter in the county council. 

Mr. Amey did not see his way to express an 
opinion, but wished to hear the views of the 
town council. The Warden said they were pre 
sent to hear the views of the tawn council, as the 
town representative in 189 had advocated the 
joint appointment. He supposed the town had 
Proposals to make. He was opposed to the ap 
pointment unless the town paid the salary. 

The majority of the town council were very 
non-committal in their views. 

Mr. Aylsworh and Mr. Lowry, however, ex- 
Pressed themselves as strongly opposed to mak- 
ing the appointment, while Dr, Leonard apd 
MMe. Alexander were strongly in favor of the ap- 
pointment. 

County Crown Attorney Warner being asked 
for an expression of opinion, stated that he was 
very mnch interested in the matter. The High 
County Constable was a very important officer 
having large powers. He had complete author: 
ity over and supervision of all the county, He 
saw no reason why tbe joint appointment would 
Bot work, 

Afier a great amount of discussion the follow- 
ing resolution, moved by Leorard and Carson was 
passed: ‘That in the opinion of this council 
it is desirable to provide more efficient police 
protection for the town, and that if one efficient 
Officer be sufhcient to fill the office of Chief of 
Potice of the town and High County Constable 
for the county, we would be willing to join with 
the county in getting such officer, and: that as 
soon as 4 similar expression is given by the 
county council, that we appoint a committee to 
confet with a similar committee appointed Ly 
the county council to further the schemp:.””

Bev. Dr. Talmage Shows the Mistake of 
Shutting Out God From the Realm of 
Pharmacy and Therapeutics—A Benedic— 
ton for Dectors. 

New York, June 6.—It ts not often 
that men of one profession have much 
encourngement for men of another pro- 
fession, but this sermon, prepared by Dr. 
Talmage, contains enthusiastic words of 
clergyman to physicians, The text is II 
Chronicles xvi, 12, 13, “And Asa, in the 
thirty and ninth year of his reign, was 
Aiseased in his feet until bis disease was 
exceeding great; yet in his disease he 
sought mbt to the Lord, but to the phy- 
siclans, And Asa slept with his fathers." 

At this season of the year, when medl- 
cal colleges of all schools of medicine are 
| giving diplomas to young doctors, and at 
the capital and in many-of the cities 
medical associations are assembling to 
consult about the advancement of the in- 
terests of their profession, I feel this dis- 
|. course Is appropriate. « 

In my text {# King Asa with the gout. 
| High living and no exercise have vitiated 

his bloodjand my vext presents him with 
bis inflamed and bandaged feet on an 
ottoman. In deflance of God, whom he 
| bated, he sends for certain conjurors or 
| quacks, They come and give him all 

sorts of lotions and panaceas. They bleed 
him. They sweat him, They mantpluate 
| him. ‘They blister nim. They poultice 
| him. Thuy scarify him, They drug him. 
They cut him. They kill him. He was 
only «young man, and had @ disease 
which, though very painful, seldom 
proves. fatal to a young man, and he 
ought to have got well, but he fell a vio- 
| tim to charlatanry and empiricism. 

‘And Asa in the thirty and ninth year 
of bin reign was diseased in his fect, tin- 
til his disease was exceedingly great; yet 
tn his disease he sought not to the Lord, 
but to the physicians, And Asa slept 
with his fathers.’ That is, the doctors 
killed him. 

In this sharp and graphic way the 
| Bible sets forth the truth that you have 
| no right to shut God out from the realm 

of pharmacy and therapentica. If Asa

Four bunilred 
thousand people annually dying in Eu- 
rope from the smallpox, Jenner finds that 
by the innoculation of people with vso- 
cine from a cow the great scourge af 
nations may be arrested. The ministers 
of the gospel denounced vaccination; 
small wits caricatured Edward Jenner as 
riding in a great procession on the back 
of a cow, and grave men expressed it as 
thetr opinion that all the disenses of the | 
brute creation would be transplanted | 
into the human family, and they gave 
instances where, they said, actually 
horns had come out on the foreheads of 
snnocent persons and people had begun 
to chew the cud! But Dr. Jenner, the 
hero of medicine, went on fighting for 
vaccination antil it has been estimated 
that that one doctor in 50 years has saved 
more lives than all the battles of any one 
century destroyed! 

Passing along the streets of Edinburgh | 
a few weeks after the death of Sir James | 
Y. Simpson, I saw the photograph of the | 
doctor in all the windows of the shops | 
and stores, and well might that photo- | 
graph be put in every window, for he 
first used chloroform as an anmsthetic | 
agent. In other days they tried to dull | 
human pain by the hasheesh of the Arabs 
and the madrvpore of the Roman and | 
the Greek. But it was left to Dr. James | 
Simpson to introduce chloroform as an | 
nesthetic. Alas for the writhing sub- 
jects of surgery in other centuries! 
Blessed be God for that wet sponge or 
vial in the hand of the operating sur- | 
geon In the clinica} departinent of the 
medical college, or in the sickroom of the | 
domestic circle, or on the battlefleld | 
amid thousands of amputations. 

Napoleon after a battle rode along the | 
Une and saw under a tree, standing tn | 
the snow, Larrey the surgeon, operating 
upon the wounded. Napoleon passed on | 
and 24 hours afterward came along the 
same place, and he saw the same surgeon 
operating {n the same place, and he had | 
not left it. Alas for the battlefields with- | 
out chloform. But now the soldier boy 
takes a few breaths from the sponge and 
forgets all the pang of the gunshot frac- | 
ture, and while the surgeons of the field | 
hospital are standing around him he lies | 
there dreaming of home and mother and 
heaven. No more parents standing around | 
suffering child, struggling to get away 
foom the sharp instrument, but mild| 
slumber instead of excruciation, and the 
child wakes up and says: ‘Father, | 
what's the matter? What's the doctor | 
here to-day for?” Ob, blessed be God for 
James ¥. Simpson and the heaven! de- 
scended mercies of chloroform.

A Doctor's Sacrifices, 

In the first place, the physician has no 
Sabbath. Busy merchants and lawyers 
and mechanics cannot afford to. be sick 
during the secular week, and so they 
nurse themselves along with lozenges 
and horehound candy until Sabbath 
morning comes, and then they my, “I 
must have a doctor.” And that spoils the 
Sabbath morning church service for the 
physician. Besides that, there are a great 
many men who dine but once a week 
with thelr families. During the secular 
days they take a hasty lunch at the 
restaurant, and on the Sabbath they 


| make up for thelr six days’ abstinence by 


gormandizing, which before 
night makes their amazed digestive 
organs cry out for adoctor. And that 
spolls the evening church service for the 
physician. 

Then they are annoyed by people com- 
ing too late. Men walt until the last 
fortress of physical strength is taken and 
death has dug around it the trench of

tor. The alight fever which might have 
been cured with a footbath has become 
virulent typhus, and the hacking cough, 
killing pneumonia. As though a captain 
should sink his ship off Amagansett, and 
then put ashory in a ynwl and then come 
to New York to o marine office and 
want to get his vessel insured. Too late 
for the ship, too late for the patient. 
Then there are many who always 
blame the doctor because the people die, 
forgetting the Divine enactment, “It is 
appointed unto all men once to die." 
‘The father in medicine who announced 


| the fact that he had discovered the art 


by which to make men in this world 
immortal himself died at 47 years of age, 
showing that immortality was less than 
half a century for him. Oh, how easy it 
is, when people die,to cry out, ‘* Malprac- 
tice.""" Then the physician must bear 
with all the wifims, and the sophistries, 
and the deceptions, and the stratagems, 
and the irritations of the shattered nerves 
and the beclouded brains of women, and 
morw especially of men, who never know 
how gracefully to be sick, and who with 
their salivated mouth curse the doctor, 
giving him his dues, as they say—about 
the only dues he will In that case collect. 
‘The last bill that {s paid is thg doctor's 
bill, It seems so incoherent for a re- 
stored patient, with ruddy cheeks and 
rotund form, to be bothered with a bill 
charging hint for old calomel and jalap. 
The physicians of this country do more 
missionary work without charge than 
all the other professions put together. 
From the concert ronm, from the merry 
party, from the comfortable couch on a 
cold night, when the thermometer is 5 
degrees below zero, the doctor must go 
right awny; he always must go right 
away. To keep up under this nervous 
strain, to go through this night work, to 
bear all these annoyances, many physi- 
clans have resorted to strong drin} 
perished. Others have appealed to God 
for sympathy ait help and have lived. 
Which werw the Wise doctors, judge yet, 
Piety aud Medics! Skill 
Again, the medical profession ought 
to be Christian because there are pro- 
fessional exigencies when they need God. 
Asa’s destruction by unblessed physi- 
cians was a warning. There are awful 
crises in every medical practice when a 
doctor ought to know huw to pray. All 
the hosts of ills will sometimes hurl 
themselves on the weak points of the 
physical organism, or with equal ferocity 
will assault the entire line of suscepti- 
bility to suffering. The-—next dose of 
medicine will decide whether or not the 
happy home shall be broken up. Shall ¢ 
be this medicine or that medicine?

It is 
understood that the result of three 
hours of deliberation was that Count 
Nelidoff, the Russian Ambassador, will 
Prepare s memorandum as to the rectifi- 
cation of the frontier; M. Cambon, the 
French Ambassador, = memorandum as 
to the eapitulations in the case of Greek 
subjects In Turkey, and Sir Phil!p Currie, 
the British Ambassador, a memorandum 
as to indemnity. The conference then 
adjourned to meet again on Saturday 
next to consider these memoranda. 

Athens, June 5.—It 1s officially an- 
pounced that an armistice has been 
agreed to betwen the Greek and Turkish 
commanders in Thessaly and Epirus. 

Although the armistice has been signed 
in Eptrus and Thessaly, a special clause 
stipulates that a meeting of the Greek 
and Turkish delegates shal! be held to-day 
to settle the details of the armistice on 
the sen. If there should be a failure to 
agree in this matter the whole convention 
will be void. The Turkish delegates de- 
mand that all vemels under the Turkish 
or any neutral fiag shall be freely admit- 
ted to Greek ports, thas rals- 
ing the blockade, and that on the coast 
of Macedonia and Eptrus the Greek fleet 
shall be withdrawn beyond the range of 
the guns on Turkey's undertaking that 
neither troops nor contraband of war 
will be landed. The Greek Government 
objects to being deprived of the right of 
search. In deference to the advice of the 
powers, however, the Cabinet will prob- 
ably yield. The armistice Is to continue 
until the conclusion of the peace negotia- 
tions. In the event that these should
